This week, the cast and crew shot “Guiding Light’s” final episode 
in New Jersey and then memorialized the 72 -year-old soap at a nearby 
church, the New Jersey-based Courier News reported. 

The last episode airs Sept, 18, 

And it’s not looking so good for “Guiding’s” programming peers. The 
number of network daytime dramas dropped from 18 in the early 1970s 
to about seven today, according to Nielsen data cited by Bloomberg 
News, 

Hey, stop that giggling. This is serious. 

Maybe you think only your mother (and for sure, my mother) care 
that soap operas are almost extinct. Perhaps you think it’s about time 
we phased out programming that centers on secret twins, eye patch- 
wearing villains, repeated resurrections and dramatic light scenes 
where hair is never mussed.

Ri-damn-diculous relationships 

Soap opera characters date their own step-kids, hook up with their 
ex’s siblings or end up at the altar with their real fiance’s evil twin. And 
that’s on a slow day Such shenanigans certainly numbed viewers to the 
future foolishness of the brief Joey/Rachel “Friends” pairing, the heated 
Tbmmy^anet/Sheila “Rescue Me” triangle and, of course, almost any 
episode of “Gossip Girl,”XOXO, 

Convoluted plots

yeah? Well, consider yourself invited to my house every week this fall. 
Now, for the other 99 percent of the show’s viewership, I hope you 
understand this dense, constantly shifting plot wouldn’t be viable if 
it weren’t for the ancestral antics of some of the silliest soaps.

WASHINGTON Former Vice President Dick Cheney 
believes his old boss. President Bush, gradually turned 
away from his advice during their second term in the 
White House, showing a surprising independence as 
he started taking more flexible positions on a range of 
issues. The Washington Post reported Wednesday. 

Cheney, often described as the most influential vice 
president in U,S, history, has been discussing his years 
in office in informal talks with authors, diplomats, 
policy experts and past colleagues, the Post said, as 
he works on a memoir due out in 2011, 

The book will cover Cheney's long career from 
chief of staff under President Ford to vice president 
under Bush, 

“Wfoen the president made decisions that I didn't 
agree with, I still supported him and didn't go out and 
undercut him,” Cheney said, according to Stephen 
Hayes, his authorized biographer. “Now we're talk- 
ing about after we've left office, I have strong feelings 
about what happened, ,„ And I don't have any reason 
not to forthrightly express those views,” 

According to the author of the Post piece. Barton 
GeUman, who earlier wrote a book on Cheney called 
‘Angler,” the former vice president believes Bush

After years of prais- 
ing Bush as a man of resolve, Cheney now intimates 
that the former president turned out to be more like 
an ordinary politician in the end, GeUman says, 

“In the second term, he felt Bush was moving 
away from him,” GeUman quoted a participant in 
the recent gathering, describing Cheney's reply “He 
said Bush was shackled by the public reaction and the 
criticism he took. Bush was more malleable to that. 
The implication was that Bush had gone soft on him, 
or rather Bush had hardened against Cheney's advice. 
He'd showed an independence that Cheney didn't see 
coming,”

A Bartlett man has been charged with two mis- 
demeanors following a daylong search for the 
Cubs fan who threw beer on a Philadelphia 
Phillies outfielder during Wednesday’s game. 

Johnny Macchione, 21, was cited for battery 
and illegal conduct within a sports facility late 
Thursday The college student’s face had been 
splashed across the Internet and TV after the 
team announced it had ejected the wrong man 
in the incident and was looking for the real cul- 
prit. 

“Chicago Cubs, I’m sorry I disgraced you,” 
Macchione said as he left Belmont Area police 
headquarters after being charged. 

The Cubs organization and Phillies out- 
fielder Shane Victorino filed a complaint with 
the Chicago police following the dousing. 
Macchione, who described himself as a lifelong 
Cubs fan, contacted detectives and turned him- 
self in. 

The battery charge, the more serious of the 
two, carries a possible sentence of up to 364 
days. Macchione faces a sentence of 180 days 


on the illegal conduct charge. 

“It was a big mistake,” he said. “I’d like to 
apologize to Shane Victorino. It really was 
nothing against him.” 

In the bottom of the fifth inning Wednesday 
night, the Cubs’ Jake Fox hit a long fly ball to 
center field. With Victorino camped under 
the ball, a fan from the Wrigley Field bleachers 
tossed a cup of beer at the center fielder and 
splashed him. 

Victorino caught the ball anyway 

Macchione, who was attending the game 
with a high school friend, escaped detection 
when another fan who taunted Victorino was 
mistakenly fingered by Cubs security and 
taken to a holding room for interrogation. The 
man was later cleared of any involvement, and 
authorities began questioning people seated in 
the section to find the true culprit. 

Ryan Affara of Bartlett said he immediately 
recognized his friend when he saw video of the 
incident on TbuTube Thursday afternoon. 

“It was kind of weird,” Affara said. “When I 
first saw the story, I thought whoever did that 


was pretty stupid. I didn’t think I would know 
the guy, but then I saw the video.” 

Macchione arrived at the police station 
shortly after 5 p.m. Thursday, accompanied by 
two men who identified themselves as friends. 
They left about four hours later. 

Friends say Macchione, a former Bartlett 
High School soccer standout, is a Cubs fan who 
doesn’t attend games regularly 

The Cubs publicly and privately apologized 
for the incident, a gesture Victorino said he 
appreciated before the Cubs-Phillies game 
Thursday Victorino also said he hoped the 
then-unidentified beer tosser realized the seri- 
ousness of his actions. 

“I think you’ve got to be held accountable for 
stuff like that,” Victorino said. 

Affara said he doesn’t believe the incident 
will reach a Steve Bartman-level backlash. 

“Something like this happens every year,” he 
said. “People get over it.” 

As for Victorino, he says he doesn’t hold any 
grudges against Cubs fans and still enjoys com- 
ing to Wrigley Field: “I love the atmosphere.”

Man jailed for 
yawning released 

The Will County judge who sentenced a 
Richton Park man to 6 months in jail for “mak- 
ing a loud yawning sound” set the man free 
Thursday without asking for an apology 

Judge Daniel Rozak, who according to court 
records has in the past typically accepted an 
apology before releasing people jailed on con- 
tempt charges, instead delivered a short lecture 
to Clifton Williams, 33, who stood before the 
bench in shackles. 

“I just first of all want to make it clear— you 
were never in custody for yawning— you never 
were,” Rozak said. “It was a sound ... that was 
offensive to the court.” 

Rozak asked Williams if he understood, then 
ordered him released. Williams spent 3 weeks 
behind bars. 

It was a quiet end to a case that made national 
and international headlines after it was report- 
ed this week by the Tribune. 

Williams’ family expressed relief “We’re 
happy about it,” said his aunt, Cheryl Mayfield. 
“We’ll all sit down and decide what we need to 
do next. This needs to be expunged from his 
record.” tribune 


IN THE CROSSFIRE 

GIRL, 15, SHOT AS SHE REACHED DOWN FOR HER 2-YEAR-OLD COUSIN

Students at an elementary school in violence- 
plagued Roseland know all too well about 
death, over the years detailing their worries 
in essays and documentaries. 

“They truly are 
afraid for their lives,” 
said Chandra Byrd- 
Wright, principal at 
Dunne Elementary 
Math, Science and 
Technology Academy 
in Roseland. “This is 
their reality, and they 
wonder if they’re 
going to be next.” 

Their fears came 
true Wednesday 
night when a bubbly 
student who gradu- 
ated last year was 
shot in the head while 
playing on her block 
filled with parents 
and children. She 
underwent surgery to 
reduce swelling in her 
brain. Taccara Swain, 

15, was walking with 
two cousins toward 
the two-flat home 
they share in the 
iiooo block of South 
Normal Avenue when 
shots rang out about 
8 p.m., family said. 

Bullets pierced 
homes, cars— and 
Taccara— as she 
reached down to 
carry her 2-year-old 
cousin home. 

“I saw my cousin on the ground and I 
screamed,” said Cherrelle McCray, 18. “She 
was screaming and kicking in pain.” 

Police say Taccara was caught in crossfire. 
At least two cars were driving on Normal 
when there was an exchange of gunfire. 

“That block was known to be quiet 
and peaceful,” Calumet Area Lt. Anthony 
Carothers said of Normal Avenue. “It’s 
recently had some issues. ... Whatever the 
catalyst is, I don’t know yet.” 

Police are pulling video footage from 
nearby cameras. Police Supt. Jody Weis said 
Taccara was an innocent victim caught up in 
a possible gang feud. 

“We don’t know that for sure,” Weis said.

The Cabinet secretaries toured the com- 
munity’s three new wind turbines that offset 
some of Hooper Bay’s dependence on diesel 


fuel to produce electricity Like other rural 
Alaska communities. Hooper Bay has no 
access to a power grid and must import diesel 
fuel to produce power. 

At regional transportation hub Bethel, 
with more than 5,600 residents, Ray Watson, 
a Bethel tribal chairman, thanked the federal 
officials for their visit. In 1971, a visit by U.S. 
Sen. Ted Kennedy brought an influx of money 
to replace substandard housing. 

“Please give our regards to President 
Obama,” Watson told the secretaries.

How good is Bears quarterback Jay Cutler and his pinpoint passing? We’ll find out soon

Some say it’s a zip. Others call it a zing or a whoosh or 
a whisper. When Jay Cutler— or any brawny big-armed 
quarterback— throws the ball, there’s a special sound. 
No two witnesses can quite agree on what to call it, 
although everybody agrees it’s amazing. 

That’s because an athlete such as Cutler has a magi- 
cal arm. 

‘A rare arm— very, very rare, a God-given gift,” said 
Bears General Manager Jerry Angelo during training 
camp last week in Bourbonnais. 

When Cutler leads the Bears against the Buffalo Bills 
on Saturday in the preseason opener, all eyes will be on 
his arm. Maybe it ought to be all ears too. 

“There’s definitely a sound to a well-thrown ball,” said 
Ernie Accorsi, former general manager of the NewTbrk 
Giants, who made the deal in 2004 to acquire Super 
Bowl-winning quarterback Eli Manning. “It’s like a 
whisper— and it can take your breath away” 

If Cutler ends up doing for the Bears what Manning 
did for the Giants, a lot of the credit will go to his big 
right arm. To his ability to fling the ball long and hard 
and on target, and to do it while being stalked by line- 
backers the size of minivans. 

The phrase “great arm” can mean a lot of things, such 
as throwing hard, throwing long, throwing with accuracy 
or having a quick release, but to most people, it means 


power. Raw power. The kind of 
power that Cutler— a 6-foot-3- 
inch, 233-pound 26 -year-old— 
can put behind a throw And 
Cutler knows it too. 

“On game days,” he has said, 

“there’s nobody in the league who’s going to throw it 
harder than I am.” 

Bob Clayton, who coached Cutler in high school at 
Heritage Hills High School in Lincoln City, Ind., said, 
“Keep in mind that the great arm should be connected 
to a great head. [Cutler] has that too.” 

Hard work and off-season conditioning can surely 
improve an athlete’s performance in many realms. But 
a great arm is like perfect pitch: Tbu’re either born with 
it, or not. The world isn’t fair. 

And even if you’re born with a great arm, you need 
something else too: luck. 

“So many things come into what we call ‘a great arm,’ ” 
said Joel Press, director of the Rehabilitation Institute 
of Chicago’s Spine and Sport Rehabilitation Center. “If 
you line up every quarterback in the NEE, they look 
pretty much the same. Same muscle bulk, same basic 
build. What’s the difference? 

“It’s how they use their bodies, how they coordinate 
all those movements. They lay down motor patterns, 
motor memories, for consistency It’s that ability to have 


to coordinate the firing of multiple muscles in a pattern. 
A lot of the power comes from your core, your hips.” 

Indeed, Cutler’s arm is only part of his appeal; his 
body is big enough and strong enough to pack a real 
punch behind his passes. He moves very well and can 
throw expertly on the run. And the way to establish 
those motor patterns. Press noted, is through repeti- 
tion. 

Nobody ever had to show Bobby Douglass how to 
throw the ball hard. Douglass was the Bears’ quarter- 
back from 1969 to 1975. A lot of people will tell you that 
Douglass had one of the strongest arms of any quarter- 
back who ever played the game. 

“It’s strictly a gift,” said Douglass, who now runs 
youth football camps in the Chicago area. “You can 
improve a lot of things, but not arm strength. Tbu can’t 
teach it.” 

So does a football hurled by a great arm sound like a 
sizzle or a whistle? A whisper or a zing? 

Angelo smiled at the question. He’d just spent a hot 
afternoon watching Cutler uncork a few monster throws 
over the middle and to either sideline, which his receiv- 
ers caught in stride, with the casual ease of somebody 
flicking away a fly “I’m not listening. I’m looking— look- 
ing to see if he hits the right receiver.” 

Angelo paused and offered a sly smile. “But I know 
what you mean.”

Mechanics of 
a great pass 

When football coaches and analysts talk about a quarterback 
having a “good arm,” they are talking about much more than 
the limb extending from the player’s shoulder. Consistently 
throwing a football far, fast and on target requires a 
complicated orchestration of nearly every muscle in the 
body. While repetition can help a player master these precise 
movements, many scouts and coaches say the ability to throw 
well is a natural phenomenon few people possess. Here is a 
look at the primary body motions that take place during a 
properly thrown forward pass.

The just-completed seven-game stretch 
against the Rockies and Phillies was sup- 
posed to be a chance for the Cubs to mea- 
sure themselves against playoff-contending 
teams. 

But they ended the period with a i- 
6 record after Thursday’s 6-i loss to the 
Phillies, as Ryan Dempster had one bad 
inning and the offense was a no-show against 
Cliff Lee. 

After feasting on the likes of the Reds, 
Nationals and Astros in the first few weeks 
after the All-Star break, the Cubs suddenly 
have plunged back to earth. 

“I don’t know about a measure, but the 
fact is we’ve had trouble beating teams 
with winning records,” manager Lou 
Piniella said. “No sense denying it. It’s 
there.” 

The Cubs managed only six hits off Lee, 
falling to 4-8 in August. Dempster took the 
loss after allowing six runs on eight hits in 
seven innings. It was the second straight 
day the Cubs lost to a pitcher the Phillies 
picked up in July, after Pedro Martinez won 
Wednesday night’s game. 

“Let’s hope we turn around our fortunes 
quickly,” Piniella said. “It has been a strug- 
gle.” 

After three scoreless innings, Dempster 
(6-6) fell apart in the fourth, serving up a 
three-run homer to Ryan Howard before 
Pedro Feliz hit a solo shot. With Lee domi- 
nating from the outset, the game was basi- 
cally over at that point.

Naked tweeter Kutcher lets most 
of it hang out in new movie ‘Spread’

Before I can ask Ashton Kutcher a question 
about his new film, he launches into a discussion 
about Chicago Bears receiver Devin Hester. 

Though he lives in L.A., Kutcher, an Iowa 
native and lifelong Bears fan, is considerably 
worked up over whether Hester will return 
kicks this year. 

“Here’s the thing I don’t understand: If I 
have a shotgun in my hand, right, {I’ll] use the 
shotgun to shoot bullets. Don’t use it as a base- 
ball bat,” Kutcher (a.k.a. Mr. Demi Moore) 
says. “You’ve got a shotgun: {Devin Hester] is 
a weapon that’s created to return kicks, and 
they’re trying to use him like a baseball bat.” 

Football obviously gets the actor’s pulse 
racing. What will have viewers’ pulses racing, 
however, is Kutcher’s sexually charged drama 
“Spread,” opening Friday 

Kutcher plays Nikki, a good-looking grifter 
in L.A. who doesn’t have a job, a house or a car. 
He shacks up with— but rarely commits to— 
the women he beds. The role required Kutcher 
to explore new depth as an actor— and to reveal 
more of himself, literally, during sex scenes. 

From his office in L.A., Kutcher, 31, talked 
about filming sans-pants, being judged for his 
good looks and what not do to on Twitter. 

**Spread” is refreshingly frank about sexuality. 
What was it like to spend a decent percentage of 
the shoot without pants on? 

I gotta tell you ... take your pants off right 
now. 

I’ve tried that before. My co-workers weren’t hav- 
ing it. 

It’s like the first time you go into the shower 
in junior high. You go in and ... you’re play- 
ing that little comparison game and you’re 
going, “I’m all right.” Except for {in this case]. 


nobody else has their pants off and you’re the 
only one standing there with your {privates} 
out. It’s sort of like that but not like that at all.

What did you do to get over your nerves about 
those scenes?

You also produced **Beauty and the Geek” and 
**True Beauty.” Why are you so intrigued by this 
intersection of looks and personality?

Moviegoers who saw “I Love Itbu, Man” may have left the cineplex with 
this thought on their minds: Wow, I could still go for some more Rudd. 

That Rudd, of course, is Paul Rudd, the man who turns thirtysomething 
social awkwardness into the stuff of sublime comedy 
in this consistently funny flick, now available on DVD 
($30) and Blu-ray ($40). Who else but Rudd could find 
poignancy in barfing all over another guy during poker 
night or turn “totes mcgoats” into a catch phrase? 

Clearly the people at Paramount Home 
Entertainment understand their leading man’s appeal 
and have created this DVD’s extras accordingly, 
including extended scenes, a commentary track and 
outtakes— including one in which Rudd can’t utter 
the phrase “city slacka” without breaking down in 
hysterics— that are filled with more of the actor’s 
special brand of everyman silliness. (Even Rudd’s co- 
star, Jason Segel, admits to falling under his spell dur- 
ing a making-of featurette: “Em a heterosexual man 
through and through,” he says, “but that guy is dreamy”) 

Rudd isn’t the only reason “I Love You, Man” works. This story of two 
guys (Rudd and Segel) who forge a friendship over bonds both charming 
(sharing confidences over fish tacos) and disturbing (busting out horrendous 
dance moves during a Rush concert) succeeds because of smart direction 
from John Hamburg as well as excellent ensemble work from a cast that 
includes J.K. Simmons, Jon Eavreau, Andy Samberg and Rashida Jones. 

It’s pretty rare to find a watchable (and rewatchable) Hollywood come- 
dy as endearing as “I Love You, Man,” and even rarer to find one that adds 
even more laughs to the DVD version. So should you rent or buy it? The 

answer is: yes, definitely Totes mcgoats.

A new school means new possibilities for recovering geek Will (Gaelan 
Connell), who quickly befriends a quiet loner (Vanessa Hudgens) and 
a pretty ex-cheerleader (Alyson Michalka), who admires Will’s musical 
knowledge and recruits him to manage her band. Various romantic and 
platonic troubles ensue as the band— which Will pretentiously names 
I Can’t Go On, I’ll Go On— works toward performing at Bandslam, a 
high school competition that awards the winner a record deal. 

The buzz: There are few things more painful than a bad coming-of- 
age story (thanks for the reminder, “I Love You Beth Cooper”!), except 
maybe a bad coming-of-age musical. Directed and co-written by Todd 
Graff (“Camp”), “Bandslam” sounds a bit like “High School (of Rock) 
Musical,” which could be a deadly formula. 

The verdict: The first cool, exciting concert; the casual teasing; 
the transient identity; the awkward first kiss. The finely acted 
“Bandslam” finds just the right tone for its teen struggles and rites of 
passage, with wit that sometimes gives cliches a big ol’ wedgie and 
sometimes winds up on the receiving end. The film can be sappy, and 
it ain’t subtle. Yet high school’s all about separating the real from the 
fake, and this vulnerable, funny mix of irony and sincerity gets that, 
unlike in most teen movies, the two often are indistinguishable.

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Leno escapes union’s wrath

LOS ANGELES Jay Leno has dodged disciplinary 
action after being accused of breaking union 
rules last year. 

On Tuesday the Writers Guild of America, 
West sent an e-mail to members listing those 
found guilty of breaking ranks during a loo- 
day writers strike that ended in February of 
last year. 

Leno, a guild member, was not among the 
three writers disciplined. 

The former “Tonight Show” host was accused 
of writing his own nightly monologues while 
writers were on the picket lines. 


‘All disciplinary matters related to the strike 
have now been resolved by the board,” the guild 
said in the letter. Officials declined further 
comment. 

Leno’s publicist, Dick Guttman, said the 
decision confirmed the host’s position all along 
that he had broken no rules. 

“He felt that the rules justified it,” Guttman 
said. “It turns out they did.” 

According to the contract, “material writ- 
ten by the person who delivers it on the air” is 
exempted from the agreement. The exception 
applies to shows outside prime-time, which 
includes NBC’s “Tonight Show”
